H.t.— The city 
Of Savannah and surrounding country will 
be held as n military post and adapted to 
future military uses, but as it contains a 
population of some iitljOtK) iieoplo who mustJ' 
lie provided for, and as other citizens may* 
, come, it is proper to lay down certain gen- 
Uamilton, and lor e ral principles, that all within its milit;rt y 
jurisdiction may understand their relative 
duties and obligations. j 

L During war the military is superior to 
civil authority, and where interests clash, 
the civil iwust*give amy) yet where there is 
no conflict, every encouragement should be 
given to well disposed and peaceful inhabi- 
tants to resume their usual pursuits. Fam- 
ilies should be disturbed as little as poaai- 
ble in their residence, and tradesmen al- 
lowed the free use of their shops, tools, ftc. 
Churches, schools, all places of amus.-nieni 
and recreation should bo encouraged, and 
streets and roads made perfectly safe to 
persons in their usual pursuits." Passes 
should not be exacted within the line of 
outer pickets, but if any person shall abuse 
these privileges by communicating with the 
enemy, or doing an act of hostility to the 
Government of the I'nited States, he or she 
Will be punished with utmost rigor of the 
law. Commerce with the outer world will 
be resumed to an extent commensurate 
with the wants of the citizens, governed 
by the restrictions and rules of the Treasury 
Department. 

11. The Chief < »iiartermastcr and Com- 
missary of the army may give suitable em- 
ployment to the people, white ami black, or 
, transport them to such points as they choose, 
where employment may be had, and may 
1 extend temporary relief in the way of pro-

A Soldier arrived from Savannah, who 
was through with Shermon, tells of the trip, 
as reported in the Dayton Journal: 

The boys learned how to rob bee-hives 
without the penalty of stinging. The plan 
was to rapidly approach the hive, take it up 
suddenly, and hoisting it upon theshoulder, 
with the open end betunti, run like thun- 
der ! The bees hustle out, and fly ba«k to 
the place where the hive stood. The honev 
belongs to the boys, who win it! A cavalry 
lieutenant with his squad, rode up ton plan- 
tation house, one day, and were pretty 
crabidly received by the girls of the house, 
who desired to know "Why in the thunder 
you' tins cant let we' tins be?" and hoped the 
devil would get the Yanks. The lieutenant 
was not very well pleased with his reception, 
and seeing some tempting looking hives of 
honey in the yard, he ordered one of his 
men to to hoist one up lo him.

Something About the Expedition— I,ea\ - 
big Atlanta—Character of the Country 
—A Land ot Plenty— How Nhermait

N ear Savannah, Ua., Dae, lsi;4. 
Doubtless you are already aware of the 
facts that, after our campaign into Alabama 
in pursuit of (Jeneral l'orrest, or after our 
return rather, our army destroyed the rail- 
roads leading into Atlanta from the North, 
and thus effectually closed nil communica- 
tion with America or the land of white 
men. 

We left Atlanta on the loth of November, 
after destroying till the public buildings, 
except the churches, that could be of any 
military advantage lo the enemy. We left 
with twenty days' rations for our army, 
which numbers not far from C r >,0U<> men — 
marching on an average of from fifteen to 
eighteen miles per day. After about three 
days' march wo l>egan lo find a section of 
country well improved, and our men "fared 
sumptuously every day" by foraging. We 
had an abundance of such things as sweet 
potatoes, meat of every kind, sugar, mo- 
lasses, honey. Hour, meal, and soine' itn. s 
butter. TaMM thiturs were foraged by a 
regularly organized forage corps, composed 
of men from every company in each regi- 
ment, brigade and division. The weather 
for most of the time was splendid for march- 
ing, although some days were uncomforta- 
bly warm, and a few days of rain made 
the roads, in one or two instances, rather 
muddy. 

Thus we moved ou and on, sometimes 
marching for two or three days in the direc- 
tion of some town or city, as though we 
would strike the place, and then suddenly 
"tack about," its the sailors say, and move 
almost at right angles with our former 
course. ThuaGen, fimii ■■■■■ ImIHihI all the 
plans of the rebels, who could have no idea 
as to his ultimate destination; not even un- 
til we approached to within forty-live or 
oily miles of Savannah. It is said that the 
track made by till the columns of our army 
was sixty miles In width, from the right to 
left. 

On the | Ith of November, while all our 
friends In the Northand our brother soldiers 
in the Beat were enjoying their sumptuous 
thanksgiving dinner, the old lid division, 
14th army corps, waa entering into Mil- 
ledgcville, the capital of Georgia. 

f rom M illedgeville we again moved as 
though we would strike Augusta, and after 
marching a day or two in lhat direction 
again veered to the right, and then it was 
known that we would strike Savannah. 

We had the black swamps to contend 
with for the last forty OT fifty miles, aud 
often were obliged to make new roads — 
the rebels having entirely destroyed the old 
ones ami some days we would not make 
more than two or three miles in a day. We 
aroaaed many a dark aad narrow stream, 
which, perhaps, would not be more than 
twenty feet wide, but which, like sonic of 
the hikes of our own State, (Michigan), 
seemed to be almost bottomless. 

There was much oi interest to be learned 
by me on this campaign. I think that not 
less than seven or eight thousand of slaves 
followed with and in the rear of our army. 
Here might be seen the rohuat man of mid- 
dle age and the slender youth of but few 
summers. There the old woman of three- 

mumo awl tan bent by the weight of yean 

and laboi , loitering abriig taw the a'nl of her 
stall', and by her side her daughter, ■ wo- 
man of middle age, and in the arms of the 
bitter a nursing babe, while three or four 
little wooly heads completing the group 
brought up the rear, some of whom were Ol 

hardly sufficient aire and atreagth to waddle 
along and keep up. I could discover in the 
same family at M0Mjf ahaaV I <>j color «.x there 
were mdtmioMal*!!! 1 asked one old woman 
where she was going "Doan know, sah," 
was her reply; "Ise gwine wi l ye alls."

I 
have seen the old crone and middle-agi d, 
and even the children, n joice at the pros- 
pect of freedom, until in their testacies they 
felt like kissing the very ground trodden 
by the Yankee army. They may tell me 
who will how happy and contented the 
slaves are, and how they will fight for their 
masters, but in all the slave territ n-y I have 
passed over, 1 have never yet seen but one 
contented family of slaves, and that was in

children that enjoy almost the freedom- 
saving education — of whites. 

I do not wonder that aa Allwise littler, 
who is perfect in Love, Justice and Mercy, 
should permit such a chastisement as this 
present war to come upon us for permitting 
for so long a time this great evil to flourish 
in our midst.

Dutch (iap Canal— Tradition of Virginia 
Knterpi isc. 

Soon as it had become known North and 
Mouth that • it'll. Duller had commenced the 

et instruction of a canal Immediately under 
the heavy guns of the enemy, the effect of 
which, when completed, should be to short- 
on a magnificent water course hat W BOP 
eight and fifteen miles, the liveliest interest 
was everywhere manifested iu the incep- 
tion anil completion of the enterprise, 
which has in no wise abated up lo this 
writing. Genera] Butler has astounded the 
rebels by the boldness of his undertaking 
and the vigor of his execution of the work. 
Their journals have alternately evinced 
symtoms of fear at the result and diapoai- 
tion to ridicule the work as a military and 
the scientific undertaking.whileat the North 
public feeling and interest in the undertak- 
ing litis been equaUy oonatantandaoUcitoua 

Among the incidents of the canal construc- 
tion a ] ovular tradition may be mentioned. 
It is to the affect that many years ago, some 
say fifty, certain stolid Dutchmen, resident 
In Virginia, undertook the work of cutting 
the canal. One thing is certain ; that 
about that number of years ago the 
State authorities of Virginia authorized the 
creation of a scientific board, which wasduly 
aenl down from Richmond to Investigate 
and decide upon the practicability of mak- 
ing the canal. They fulfilled their mission, 
drew a large amount of compensation from 
the Cftlters of the Old Dominion, and report- 
ad that the work would require an immense 
expenditure of money and energy. The 
latter element of character being even then 
vary scarce in Virginia, that was the end of 
the business. The idea of the Dutchmen 
commencing the work is disposed of by sci- 
entific reasons. From the lirst the stratum 
was natural to within a foot and a half of 
the surface of the ground. Had the strata 
been once disturbed such disturbance would 
have been apparent. 

The progress of the work has not been 
wholly unmarked by instances of rare 
bravery. In this respect it may be said that 
Sergeant William Robinson, of the Twenty- 
second United States colored troops, chief 
director of carts and wagons, has constant lv 
stood in the middle of the pit to place his 
vehicles in their proper positions. He has 
done his duty manfully. The same may be 
said of all the colored troops, who, by rea- 
son of their color and the fact lhat their ca- 
pacity for courase and endurance under a 
galling fire has been hitherto in a m. an re 
considered an experiment, are deserving of 
especial mention. 



The white troops throughout did manful- 
ly, and have, in common with their colored 
brethren, won a liberal aud most compli- 
mentary meed of praise from Gen. Butler. —

Troops leave Kentucky 
in broad daylight, and our Governor sees 
lle-m going to fight against our <io\. in- 
ment, yet nothing is said or done to pre- 
vent them. Is this to lie our neutrality ? 
If it is, I an utterly opposed to it. 

I will not light, nor prepare to tight, 
against my own « lovernnient, nor counte- 
nance the schemes of those that do. 
Never! No, sir, let thow who would fight 
the I'nited States, and like the work, go at 
il. 1 will not aid them in their treasonable 
projects, but w ill H sist them to the last. 
Our Government, constitutionally admin- 
istered, is entitled to our support, no matter 
who administers it. The truth is, our duty 
at first was to stand by our Government, 
and protect and defend it. I am for the 
Union, and I willing to defend it by any 
and all proper means. Onr Government is 
tho beat In the world. 

I say the laws should be enforced, if we 
have any. If we have a Government let il 
be maintained and obeyed. And if a w ick- 
ed, factious minority, without cause, under- 
takes to override the will of the majority, 
and rob us of our constitutional Mad vested 
rights, let thai factious and wicked minor- 
ity be put down— peaceably, if we can, but 
forcibly if we mu t. Let the will Of the 
sovereign people be respected and obeytd.

Goods are received from tin- 
vessels to the lower lloor; thence elevated 
to the stories from which they are deliver, d 
at once, if necessary, to the wauons on the 
terrace rand. 

The stores an said to contain about thir- 
ty thousand bales of cotton, which, being 
seized by the ( mvernment , will be siiipj . i 
ttonh aa soon as possible. The cotton bus- 
it it -s is suspended, for i here is no means i 
obtaining it trom the back country, save b\ 
exjw dltioaary parties.

The iliiiingtoii Failure. 

Ftoni the M. V. In lrpet.-l ut. 
great naval expedition against Wil- 
mington has ended in ignominious failure. 
A single fort on an isolated sand-spit of 
North Carolina defies the efforts of the 
-t i on^est and best appointed fleet which 
could be fitted out by a power that prides 
itself on its naval superiority. Seventy 
ships and six hundred guns — threw days' 
bombardment — and the seventy ships and 
six hundred guns, unharmed themselves 
leave Kort Fisher also unharmed, and re- 
turn to Portress Monroe. Why this impo- 
tent conclusion? 

We have spoken of this as a naval expe- 
dition. It was originally meant to comprise 
a co-operating land and naval force; the 
former to cousist of about twenty thousand 
troops under Gen. Butler. The "plan of at- 
tack included the explosion of a torpedo, 
containing two hundred tuns of powder, 
BUdertha WalfcOsf the fort. If that succeed- 
ed, it was supposed the troops would be 
able to take possession of the works. If not, 
tt bomliardment by I he lleet was to follow, 
and when the rebel tire had 
the troops would carrv the fort bv 
I . either way the plan, if lived up lo, bore 
good promise of success. 

Dut the plan was abandoned before it 
.vas begun to be executed, den. Butler was 
deprived of more than half the force prom- 
ised him. With the remainder he set sail 
iroin FOtrtTCM Monroe, and waa driven into 

Beaufort by the mane storm which for some 

■1: ys delayed and scattered the naval fleet. 
The moment Admiral Porter got his owr; 
siiips together, he decided to go ahead w iih- 
r. waiting lor deneral Butler; or rather, 
he seem* to have seized upon that oppor- 
i unity as a convenient excuse for appro- 
I riatin_r to himself the sole glorv of the au- 
icipated success. He must therefore be 
ntent to bear the sole responsiblty for the 
failure. 

Admit il Porter began his attack on the 
morning of S "unlay, December tilth, at 
half-past one, I / exploding the torpedo—

from its expected effects. The explosiou 
had no effect w hatever. If it had done all 
;hal its inventor hoped, it still would have 
proved useless with the lleet at more than

Now, if the above reasons have any per- 
tinency or force whatever, they imply that 
Chrisinan could not have designated a cer- 
tain individual as "C. D. K.," because "he 
knew well"' that that person "never signed 
himself in the waj' given." And that he 
could never have made such allusion to 
"Mike" as he does, because Mike is neither 
a rebel nor in prison, nor in the Federal 
army. 

(We will not stop now to dwell upon the 
suggestion that several "Mikes" have found 
their way to this land of the free, and thu; 
('hrisman may, by chance, know some of 
them. 

If any inference is to be drawn then from 
these "reasons," it is that J. S. Chrisinan 
could not have written that letter. But the 
Journal did not leave the reader to draw 
such inference unaided. It says these things 
"cannot but put 'canard' on the face, on the 
back, and all over thin jtrotluct ion." If that 
don't mean that the whole thing is a sham 
and a forgery, we should like to know w hat 
it doessmean. But the editor ol the Journal 
has had a flea put in his ear since Thursday. 
He has been made aware that the letter is 
very far from beingja canard. Accordingly, 
he assumes a new line of defense, and re- 
cedes from the other in this manner: 

In a brief comment we claimed that the 
Chrismau letter was a canard; that is, an 
absurd production and a ridiculous fabrica- 
tion. We did not intend to insinuate that 
those who were instrumental in having the 
letter published were guilty of forging the 
document, but that Chrisinan had drawn 
upon his imagination, and deliberatel y 
penned paragraphs, monstrous, extrava- 
gant, improbable, and untrue. The docu- 
ment was a canard, because the statements 
were pure fabrications of Chrismau. 

Here's strategy lor you. fie writer 
should go to the wars. We shall be told 
next by him that what he means by the 
last sentence above, is that Chrisman's 
statements are "exaggerated." And the 
conviction will deepen in the minds of all 
loyal men w ho know Geo. D. Prentice that 
the very best that can be said for 
him in tins matter is that probably 
the rebel < \>ntnvssman has somewhat over- 
colored the picture of the interview. 
That an interview of the kind took 
place, aud that Mr. Prentice strove to make 
himself agreeable to the enemies of his 
country, that he shrunk from any heroic or 
manly words in defence of his country and 
the cause in which she is putting forth her 
whole strength, and that he said a great 
deal which could be easily construed into 
encouragemet to the men and cause now in 
sore and feverish need of encouragement, is 
more than probable. 

Mr. Prentice has given abundant evi- 
dence since the commencement of the war 
that his loyalty is not staunch, that it is not 
based on the rock of principle, nor fortified 
by high moral heroism. Neither is it sus- 
tained by good cheer, by hopefulness or by 
faith. He is notoriously given to gloomy 
forebodings as to the result of the present 
conllict. And the last graceful quality loft 
from the wreck of his character and man- 
hood, namely, his love for his rebel son, 
rallies whatever firmness of feeling, what- 
ever steadfastness of affection, whatever 
sense of self-sacrifice or devotion remains 
with him on the traitor ni/lr. 

Such loyalty as his is not to be trusted in 
■ storm, or under the stress of such tempta- 
tions as the Richmond surroundings must 
have presented. We have been latterly 
somewhat pained, but a good deal more 
amused at w ituessing amongst our loyal 
exchanges, an attempt to bolster up and 
try to make respectable the helpless peev- 
ish staggering loyalty of this once robust 
and powerful leader.

The Union League meets to-night at 7 
o'clock. 

«.' r.uniLLAa at Owenmioro.— A small 
force of our troops occupied Owensboro 
Thursday morning, driving out a band of 
guerrillas, about fifty in number. The 
night previous they had burned the Court 
House. The country back of that place is 
reported to be alive with guerrillas. We 
trust ( >weiisb<jro and other towns along the 
river occupied by our forces will not be 
evacuted again by them. It is nece ssary bo 
have possession of these places to protect 
navigation, and, U-sides, it is not good pol- 
icy i" maintain a garrison at a point for a 
time and theu withdraw it, leaving the peo- 
ple at the mercy ol bands of guerrilla 
murderers and robbers. 

The burning of the Court House at 
Owensboro makes the sixth burned recently 
by guerrillas in that part of the State. 

Since writing the above wc learn from 
the Kvausville Journal that the towboat 
i Kellogg was fired into by guerrillas on 1'ri- 
[ day at Owensboro. We hardly know how 
to reconcile this with the fact above stated, 
that our troops occupied the place on 
Thursday morning, unless it was subse- 
quently evacuated by them.
